Parish Council 


The Parish Council did not meet during August but action was taken on a number 
of current issues. In particular the Council protested very strongly at the action 
of the Traffic Commissioners in adjourning until October their hearing of the 
application by the Whippet and Eastern Counties bus companies to run additional 
services into Bar Hill. Representations to the Commissioners failed to produce any 
response and so the Council protested to the Ministry of Transport and publicised 
the dispute in the local press. In response to this and other pressures the Traffic 
Commissioners have granted Eastern Counties permission to run a temporary service 
pending the resumption of the hearing in October. The new service will be timed to 
take the schoolchildren into Cambridge at 8.05 each morning. 


There seems to be some misunderstanding in the Village over the Parish Council's 
attitude to the application from the Whippet and Eastern Counties Companies. 
Briefly, the facts are these: 

(1) The original application from the Whippet Company was received in March of this 
year and a resolution of sup was passed unanimously at the Annual Parish Meeting 
on March 24th. At this time a Counties were still arguing that the existing 
service was adequate. 

(2) When the Eastern Counties application was received in June the Parish Council 

had to decide whether or not to withdraw the support previously promised to Whippet. 
In fact the Council decided to continue its support for the following reasons: 

a) The Council doubts whether th re is sufficient demand to make an hourly service 
financially viable at this stage. If Eastern Counties get a monopoly by offering 
an hourly service, they will be in a strong position subsequently to withdraw 
services at off-peak periods by claiming lack of dcmand. 

b) Eastern Counties have been arguing in favour of terminating their buses at the 
traffic island to be constructed on the perimeter road adjacent to the proposed 
flyover. The Whippet Company on the other hand have indicated their readiness to 
take their buses round the Village as the nced arises. 

c) The Parish Meeting and subsequently the Parish Council has been negotiating 
with the two companies for four years now and the Eastern Counties Company has 
repeatedly resisted pressures to improve the service, whilst the Whippet Company 
have shown a readiness to provide services in response to demand. 

(3) The Parish Council is in no way opposed to the Eastern Counties running 
additional services, but at the same time it would be unhappy to see them having a 
monopoly. It is for this reason that the Parish Council is honouring the promise 
of support given to the Whippet Company in March. Creda Baics

An Introduction for New Residents to the 
Bar Hill Residents Association 


The Bar Hill Residents Association was formed in 1967 to represent collectively 
the interests of all residents, and its aims are best summed up by its Constitution 
which states that it exists:

Letter to the iditor 
Dear Sir, 


Some people have been both surprised and shocked at the Parish Council's 
unanimous decision to support Whippet's proposal to bring 7 buses per day into Bar 
Hill, against Eastern Counties! 22, especially after the mistake in last month's 
Newsletter giving Waippet's fare scale (it should read: 12p single, 2Op return). 

As one of these Parish Counxillors and a regular bus user, I feel obliged to give 
some justification for my support of the Whippet proposal, but I must stress that 
this letter expresses MY personal views, not necessarily those of other councillors. 


Both companies currently operate along the Huntingdon Road to Bar Hill and both 
use the bus station at Drummer Stret; however, Eastern Counties go via Victoria 
Bridge and the Folk Museum to Murkett's Corner, whereas Whippets go via Lensficld 
Road and the Backs to Murketts. Obviously, any preference on this score will be

purely a matter of personalggonvenience. aaerker. 
In the matter of conte or: is hardly any comparison between the rather 


spartan buses run by Eastern Counties and the tourist-type coaches operated by Whippet's. 


Now fares: from Drummer Street to Bar Hill, the staging points of the great 
majority of bus-users in the Village, the single adult fares are l2p on W., as against 
l4p on E.C. ‘The W. fare remains constant at lép from all the stops, up to and 
including Girton, whereas from Murkett's Corner (i.e., Dr. Pease's), the E.C. fare 
reduces to llp and from Girton it is 10p. E.C. do not permit children to travel 
helf-fare after 3.14 p.m., and this effectively means after the 2.1." bus (the next 
one, during the week, being at 3.15), whereas the W. half-fare for children extends 
through the day; furthermore, W. operates a concessionary old age pension reduced 
fare scheme of a day-return ticket for l2p. Needless to say, E.C. give no such 
old-age concessions. ‘Thus, on E,C. buses, women with children are under strong 
finencial pressure to go to Cambridge in the mornings (not a very good thing if they 
wish to go, say, to the play areas at Lammas Land, or the cinema). Further, OAPs 
would pay only 12p for return transport on W. buses, against 26p on E.C. 


Before continuing, I would like to make two digressions. ‘the first is, that 
for those who travel to Cambridge on the 8.10 bus and return home on the 5.15 E.C. 
bus for 26p per day return can already travel on Whippet buses at_the same times 
for only 20p per day - quite a saving! Secondly, I have been assured by the County 
Education Department that if Ww. get the bus service then children at school in Cambridge 
will be able to get travel to Cambridge free on W. and then to school free on E.C. 
Thus, which ever bus company wins, schoolchildren will NOT be penalised. 


The service proposed by W. if to run three times into Cambridge: a work/school 
bus at 8.10; and shopping buses at 10.35 and 2.25, and 4 buses out: a midday shopping 
bus at 12.15, an afternoon shopping/school bus at 4.15, and an evening work bus at 
5.15, 6s well as a fairly useless early-morning bus. Against this, E.C,. offer to 
bring in 11 buses from Cambridge at 25 to the hour and 1l buses out to Cambridge at 
5 past the hour from 7.35 to 6.05; and so the questions still remains: why do I 
support Whippet's? 


Representatives of the Village have been in correspondence with E.C. since 1968 
and have generally been treated with what has amounted to a contemptuous indifference. 
Until the W. proposal, the best that had been obtained was a promise to bring a regular 
bus service as far as an island, to be built near the sales office, but only after 
the flyover has been built; that isn't due to be started until after 1975. A 
request to bring into the Village just the 8.10 morning bus - backed by the results 
of a month-long survey by Jeremy Anwyl which showed over 18 users per day (this was 
last November) - has still met with no action. Only since the W. proposnl to bring 
in a bus service have E,C. taken any real notice of us, and they now treat us as if 
we were children nnd offer us the universe. ‘their proposod service is literally 
too good, and I see it as an ill disgnined attempt, not to offer us a service, but 
to deny Whippet's theirs. Not only tuat, but I don't doubt that if E.C. do get the 
service then it will soon be hacked down to more reasonable proportions (say, 3 cach 
way), if not by the Commissioner then by E.C. and without any automatic right of 
appeal. Over a period of many years, E.C. have been cutting down services, whilst 
Whippet have a record of continued expansion, often in the very same areas. My 
arguuicnt is quite simply that W. ad 't appear to take on any service which they 
don't intend keeping. 


I make no apology for this tirade against Eastern Counties, which in my 
opinion is long overdue. I would summarise this letter by saying that Whippet's 
would seem to be more reliable and are offcring a more confortable and cheaper 
service.
